LIBYAN STUDENTS STRIKE 
AGAINST LANGUAGE ADMISSION REQUIREMENTS 




Libyan students have 
announced that they are on 
strike and will boycott all 
classes until their demands for 
admission into the regular 
university program are met. 

The Libyan students allege 
that admission standards are 
not being applied equitably 
and that the whole system is 
designed to milk them of as 
much money as possible. 
According to Dr. Padraig 
Blenkinsop, Director of Con- 
tinuing Education and Part- 
time Studies, "economics 
doesn't even enter into the 
issue.'* 

Mustafa Ibrahim, the spoke- 
sperson for the Libyans 
claims that almost all the 
students scored over 500 on 
the TOEFL (Test of English as 



a Foreign Language) and are 
qualified to go to university 
this year. Ibrahim stated in an 
interview with the Lambda 
that "the (Libyan) government 
paid a lot of money to this 
university for each person and 
they (L.U. Administration) 
want us to stay as long as they 
can to get a lot of money". 

The Libyan students have 
spent seven months in the 
English Second Language 
(ESL) programme which is 
termed by Ibrahim as 
"\i seless ' ' and which costs 
$135 per student per week. 

Ibrahim alleges that Malay- 
sian and Chinese students were 
admitted with TOEFL marks 
lower than those held by 
Libyan students who were 
rejected. Dr. Brennan, Assist- 



ant Registrar, Admissions 
Office, denied this, stating 
that in previous years students 
were adrriitted with TOEFL 
marks below 530 but that 
during this year no one had 
gained admission with less 
than 530 points. 

Under normal university 
requirements a mark of 550 is 
required for admission. 
However, past experience has 
been for the Senate Committee 
on Admissions, Promotions 
and Petitions to allow students 
to register provided they had 
the approval of the director of 
ESL and they agreed to take 
ENGL 1550 in order to 
improve their English. 

According to Blenkinsop 
and Brennan, the first group 
of Libyans who arrived 



two or three years ago were 
given "special consideration". 

Under this special arrange- 
ment Libyan students who 
scored as low as 475 on the 
TOEFL were allowed to 
proceed in the regular univer- 
sity program if they had 
completed 18 months of 
English language instruction 
and were given a recommenda- 
tion by the director of ESL, 
Dr. Stanley Mullins. 

Ibrahim argues that if a 
student with 18 months of 
language training and a mark 
of 475 could study in 
university, why couln't he gain 
admission with a mark of 510 
after only seven months of 
instruction. "We want to be 
treated like other students' ' 
state Ibrahim; "let me go intc 




PROPOSED WEIGHTED VOTING IN OFS COULD 
MAKE NORTHERN PARTICIPATION POINTLESS 



TORONTO (CUP)--Large 
schools may soon have more 
of a voice than small schools in 
the affairs of the Ontario 
Federation of Students (OFS). 

At a conference held in 
Toronto Sept. 22-25 the 
federation voted to have its 
executive study the idea of 
giving student councils from 
institutions with large enrol- 
ments more votes in OFS 
plenary meetings than those 
from institutions with few 
students. 

The idea-called "weighted 
Voting"--was one of the most 
controversial items on the OFS 
agenda. Large schools like 
McMdster, Carleton, Western 
and Waterloo strongly favored 
weighted voting, while Trent, 
Lakehead, Laurent ian and St. 
Lawrence College were 
opposed. 

In an interview with 
Lambda, Mike Erskine, VP 
External for the SGA pointed 
out that under strictly propor- 
tional representation the seven 
member institutions of north- 
ern Ontario which already 
have a difficult time getting 
regional issues addressed 
under the existing voting 
system would have no real 
voice or influence at all. 

However, debate at the OFS 
conference did not pit the 
larger against the smaller 
exclusively. Guelph, one of 
the bigger schools, opposed 
weighted voting, while Fan- 
shawe and Humber colleges 
favored it. 

Kathy Popaleni of 

McMaster University said 
large institutions pay more 
money to OFS and have more 
students and that this should 
be recognized by the federa- 
tion. 



Popaleni said giving a larger 
voice to large schools wouldn't 
really Alter the decision 
making process at OFS. She 
said achieving weighted voting 
was a matter of symbolic 
importance on large campuses. 

"It's mainly to bring back to 
your campus that you are 
being represented as a larger 
school," she said. 

But Nancy O'Neill of 
Kingston St. Lawrence College 
disputed Popaleni's claim. 
"There are 10 colleges that 
would have one vote each and 
there are six or seven 
universities that would have 
one vote each and there are six 
or seven universities that 
would have 29 or 30 votes. 
They (the large schools) would 
have the majority right there," 
O'Neill said. 



"We've got 15,000 students, 
we'r£ thd third largest institu- 
tion in OFS, why don't we 
have more say? Why does 
Carleton hav6 the same say as 
Algoma College with 186 
students?" Hayward said. 

Erskine stated that repre- 
sentation by population might 
be acceptable to Laurentian 
4 provided that the delegates 
were elected by members at 
large instead of being appoint- 
ed by the large university 
councils. 

Erskine claimed that the 
delegates of the large univer- 
sities don't participate during 
the workshops where all the 
hard work and studying of 
issues is conducted. "Those 
big iristitutions all they want to 
do is fcit on their ass and 
dominate plenary" fumed 



Erskine. 

Other schools proposed 
compromise solutions to the 
problem. Laurentian repre- 
sentative Michael Erskine sug- 
gested & two-house system for 
OFS. In plenary (the main 
decision making body) each 
institution would have one 
Vote. However, in the 
workshops (subcommittees of 
plenary charged with develop- 
ing motions for consideration 
by the whole body) large 
schools would cast votes in 
proportion to the student 
population on their campuses. 

Cathy Laurier of the 
Graduate Students' Union at 
the University of Toronto said 
she was not unequivocally 
opposed to some form of 
weighted voting, but she 
cautioned against ignoring the

OFS/CFS-O SHOULD NOT 
ADDRESS DIVISIVE ISSUES 



TORONTO (CUP)--The 

Canadian Federation of 
Students (CFS) shouldn't take 
a stand on issues like abortion, 
the arms race or nuclear 
energy, according to the 
University of Western Ontario 
(UWO) Students' Counsil. 

UWO provoked a long, 
emotional debate at the 
Ontario Federation of Stu- 
dents conference when it 
proposed a motion that would 
lirnit ' the organization to 
consideration of issues strictly 
related to post-secondary 
education. 

Although the UWO motion 



wai tabled until the next OFS 
meeting in January, the debate 
touched on the nature and 
purpose of the Canadian 
student movement. 

Ros Marowits, a delegate 
from UWO, said OFS 
shouldn't deal with issues 
students cari't agree on. 

"It's fine to say you're for 
nuclear disarmament, but it 
doesn't affect the students 
directly. Things like housing 
directly affect them and 
nuclear disarmament is some- 
thing that's not going to be 
resolved, so why waste time 
discussing it?" Marowits said. 



OFS should discuss access- 
ibility to post-secondary 
education, the problems of 
foreign students, student aid 
and cutbacks in research 
funding, he added. 

In an interview with 
Lambda, Mike Erskine VP 
External stated that he and the 
other SGA delegate Barry 
Schmidl both supported the 
UWO motion. "We don't feel 
the OFS/CFS should take 
stands on issues that are fairly 
divisive in society" stated 
Erskine. 

Erskine added that he didn't 
feel he had a mandate to speak 



university and if I fail, that is 
my problem, you are not 
responsible for me, I am 
responsible for myself. 

In fact, Ibrahim apparently 
initially gained the recom- 
mendation of Dr. Mullins who 
in a letter to Brennan wrote, 
"Re: Mustafa IBRAHIM, 
This Student received 510 on 
his last TOEFL, written on 
October 1, 1983. Although 
this score is below the official 
530 level required for admit- 
tance to Laurentian Univer- 
sity, I would ask that you give 
special consideration to this 
student's request to enter 
first-year science as a regular 
student at this time. His 
spoken English and his level of 
comprehension, as well as his 
grades from Libya, indicate 
that he has a very good chance 
of succeeding in a regular 
programme. I suggest, 

however, that he be required 
to take ENGL 1550 as part of 
his first-term programme, 
either immediately or during 
intersession or summer of 
1984." S.G. Mullins. 

Ibrahim claims he took 
Mullin's recommendation to 
Brennan who then told him 
that there was no problem; 
that he could attend regular 
classes but it might be better to 
wait until after the APP 
meeting confirmed the 
recommendation later that 
day. However, Ibrahim 

alleges that when he returned 
later that day he was informed 
by Dr. Brennan that Dr. 
Mullins had come into the 
office and "crossed off his 
recommendation. 

The Libyan students were 
successful in insisting on a 
meeting with Dr. Henry Best, 
President of Laurentian 
University. Best offered to 
allow all the Libyan students 
to take university course, 
while they continued in the 
ESL programm until January. 
Tms offer was rejected by 
the Libyan students whose 
spokesperson stated, "If the 
university would agree to let us 
all enter the university now, we 
would appreciate it; if not, we 
are on strike and will write our 
government to stop paying 
money to the ESL program 
because it is useless. ' ' Ibrahim 
continued, "We'll study hard 
alone to get the required score 
in TOEFL so we can study at 
another university such as 
Lakehead. I called Lakehead 
md they said O.K. to our 
registering in the regular 
program of study in January." 

on behalf of Laurentian 
students on controversial 
issues but rather that his 
mandate was to "promote 
student's interests on educa- 
tion" and ancilliary issues 
such as accessibility, bussing, 
administration, etc. "We're 
an embattled group" facing 
issues that "threaten the 
continued effectiveness of 
universities'" argued Erskine. 
"Too much of our energy is 
being diffused" by addressing 
non-education issues, added 
lErskine who went on to 
suggest "let's look after our 

own hom6 turf".

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EDITORIAL: HAS THE EDITOR BEEN UNFAIR? 



It would be preferable in the 
opinion of this editor, if 
readers were given "the last 
word" and letters to the editor 
were ldft unrebutted. How- 
ever, a tetter to the editor last 
week from the Treasurer of the 
SGA; a tetter this week for the 
head of SGA student security; 
and a verbal attack by VP 
Social Eddy Gaudreault and 
President of the SGA Ken 
McNeil at last week's SGA 
meeting have all alleged that I, 
as editor of Lambda, have 
abused my position to fuel a 
personal feud with Ken 
McNeil. 

Thus, I feel it is crucial to the 
continued credibility of 
Lambda that these charges be 
answered. It has been said 
that I have written nothing 
good about Ken McNeil in my 
editorials. That is true. It has 
been said, that Ken McNeil has 
done many good things to 
improve the efficiency of the 
SGA office. I believe that is 
also true. 

Three times I have requested 
information relating the the 
SGA (job descriptions, list of 
council members and audit) in. 
order to write stories and each 
time I've been told to come 
back later. That is part of the 
reason there have been not 
good stories about the work of 
Ken McNeil. 

McNeil's performance at 
council meetings has not 
deserved any good press. One 
SGA council member 



approached me to give me hell 
for not saying something good 
about Ken McNeil. I replied, 
"Name one thing McNeil did 
at that meeting that deserves a 
pat oh the back". The council 
member was stuck for an 
answer. 

My quarrel has never been 
with Ken McNeil personally 
but rather with the conduct of 
Idst year's election. There is 
no evidence acceptable to a 
coiirt of law that any 
candidate acted unethically or 
gained votes improperly. It is 
undeniable that a long list of 
election irregularities, whether 
by design or oversight, served 
to give one candidate unfair 
advantage over the others and 
rendered the election results 
unverifiable. 

Furthermore, either by 
design or oversight, the 
ratification of the election by 
last year's SGA council was 
not conducted in accordance 
with the SGA constitution nor 
was it based on an accurate 
report of the election irregular- 
ities. 

Only after Ken McNeil 
refused to trade an admission 
of election irregularities for 
the written endorsement of the 
two losing candidates; only 
dfter a farcical election review 
by last year's council; only 
after a later council meeting 
which called for a new election 
was ignored by Ken McNeil 
did one of the losing candidate 
and myself launch a legal 



action to force Ken McNeil out 
of office and cause a new 
election to be held as the final 
council meeting (not recogniz- 
ed as legal by McNeil) had 
decided. McNeil took it 
personally and perhaps that's 
not hard to understand. 

Actually, at this point in the 
game, I personally feel there is 
more good to be gained and 
more justice to be achieved by 
changing the election bylaws 
and procedures to prevent 
future abuse and irregularities, 
than could ever come about 
from forcing McNeil from 
office. I still have no personal 
axe to grind with McNeil 
though I do act predictably 
when shit upon. I make 
mention of the election issue 
only because McNeil and his 



friends have themselves 
alluded to it. 

As for the unfair reporting, 
complained about by Richard 
(Jethro) Lafreniere, I figure he 
shoots himself in the foot in 
that tetter. In the first place, 
as council members will recall, 
I was eloquent about freedom 
of the press for fifteen minutes 
or more and got worse press 
than Jethro in the paper I edit. 
Jethro didn't like the reporter 
quoting him as an admitted 
chauvinist pig but then goes on 
and says, "That I fired staff 
member Marlene Mcintosh 
because whe was a girl is 
true..." which seems to justify 
the reporter's coverage. 

You may recall that VP 
Social Gaurdeault had accused 
the editor of gross distortion 



of fact when I referred to 
McNeil's motion to "hire at 
least one woman on student 
security* ' as an attempt to 
limit the employment of 
women for that position. 

Thanks to Jethro's letter we 
now have two things in 
writing: 1. Ken McNeil and 
Jethro shared in the decision 
to fire the only woman 
working security despite 
Jethro's repeated assertion 
that she was doing a good job. 
2. Jethro would prefer to not 
have any woman on student 
security and he is responsible 
for hiring. It takes no great 
ability in logical thought to 
figure out how many women 
will be hired under the status 
quo. I rest my case.

Neither maturity nor respon- 
sibility of choice will ever be 
had by the individual is what 
he or she watches is diluted by 
others. People must learn to 
make these choices for them- 
selves, on the basis of merit.

interest of small institutions. 

"There's a perception 
among the small institutions 
that the federation would not 
be meeting their needs 
adequately. I think its 

important to take those 
perceptions into account in 
whatever system is ultimately 
developed. All institutions 
should feel the federation can 
meet their needs," Laurier 
said. 

The idea of weighted voting 
will be further considered by 
the OFS at its January 



conference. If no suitable 
compromise emerges "further 
involvement with the OFS 
would be pointless" Erskine 
told Lambda. 'We're not 
getting out of the OFS" 
Erskine declared and added 
that they were considering the 
possibility that a strictly 
northern lobby and research 
staff might be more cost 
effective than continued parti- 
cipation in the OFS under a 
weighted voting system and a 
Toronto-based "northern 

fieldworker."

ASKING FOR TROUBLE" 



The SGA and student 
security are "only inviting . 
trouble' p and provoking 
violence" by employing large 
intimidating males said 
John Lavoie; a 20 year veteran 
of Correctional Services 
Canada and a member of a 
federal government taskforce 
which studied the employment 
of women in federal prisons. 

"It's hard to believe that 
there are people around who 
still think like that" Lavioe 
said when told that the SGA's 
head of security and some 
members of council favoured 
the employment of "large 
intimidating males" for 
student security. 

Lavoie explained that in 
1975/76 the national govern- 
ment set up a taskforce to 
study the possibility of hiring 
women as guards in the 
national prison system. At 
that time, prisons were the 
only federal jobs women were 
exlcuded from by the job 
description. 



The 



taskforce visited 
minimum and medium 
security prisons in the United 
States where women were 
already working as guards. 
They also interviewed officers 
on police forces employing 
women and talked to the 
correctional officers, inmates, 
unions and administration of 
the Canadian prison system. 
Lavoie said the taskforce 
discovered "all kinds of myths 
and emotions" and a great 
deal of resistance to the 
employment of women as 
correctional officers. 

According to Lavoie, all the 
guards complained that 
women wouldn't be strong 
enough and they claimed a 
female guard would be of no 
use if serious trouble broke 
out. Many guards in fact 
threatened to quit if women 
were hired. 

"W£ told them to go ahead 
and quit because we don't 
need their type" said Lavioe 
who had worked the corridors, 



cell blocks and towers as a 
guard before moving to 
national headquarters. 

Lavoie related how the 
actual experience of police 
forces and prisons employing 
women was diametrically 
opposite to the myths and 
fears of those opposing the use 
of women as guards. 

Ldst weekend Lavoie met 
the head of security at a B.C. 
prison who during the hearings 
of the taskforce in 1975/76 
had vehemently opposed the 
hiring of women. "I have six 
[women] now working for 
me" the chief of security said, 
"and I'd take thirty more 
tomorrow if I could get them 
and fire a slew of my male 
staff". 

The experience has been 
similar across Canada and the 
United States. Although there 
is still a great deal of resistance 
in many prisons to equal 
employment; those who have 



employed women have found 
them more conscientious in 
fulfilling their duties than male 
staff. 

In police forces, many police 
officers now actually prefer 
a female partner when answer- 
ing the potentially explosive 
domestic dispute calls. It has 
been found that two burly 
male police officers at the door 
jften immediately creates an 
atmosphere of tension and 
:onfrontation. The presence 
of both a male and female 
officer at the door of a 
domestic dispute is safer since 
it tends to aid in diffusing the 
situation. 

Lavoie related the story of a 
Montreal pub owner who had 
£uch a problem with Tights that 
his pub had earned a bad 
reputation. Finally, fed up 
with the situation - % he fired his 
all-male staff and started over 
with only women waitresses. 

"His problem ended over 
night" Lavoie said, with a 



Mnne that expressed both his 
approval and sense of humour 
at the irony of it all. 

Lavoie agreed that the use of 
large intimidating security 
jstaff had a negative attitudinal 
effect on both the security 
staff and oh the public. Such a 
security staff would tend to 
rely on force and not consider 
all their options for diffusing 

violence. The target of 
security efforts would be more 
prone to feel intimidated and 
challenged into a violent 
confrontation. Lavoie suggest 
ed the result was predictable 
and that such conditions 
would lead to more frequent 
confrontations and violence. 

Lavoie found it surprising 
that the head of student 
security would want large 
intimidating staff. He pointed 
out that student security have 
no legal right to use force 
beyond that of any private 
citizen.

HEAD OF STUDENT SECURITY CRIES FOUL 



Dear Editor: 

Let me say that I was 
disappointed, but not at all 
surprised, at Lambda's one- 
sided coverage of the latest 
"scandal" on campus. I am 
of course referring to the issue 
of women's equal right oh 
Student Security, in which I, 
Richard (Jethro) Lafreniere, 
was involved. That I fired that 
staff member Marlene 
Mcintosh because she was a 
girl is true and was well 
publicized in Lambda, but the 
reasons for my doing so were 
never questioned until the 
SGA Council meeting on 
Tuesday, October 4. And on 
Tuesday, October 4, I did 
present and clearly explain my 
reasons for this action. But in 
reading this week's Lambda 
nothing I explained was 
included in your story on the 
issue. 

After defending my position 
an answering questions for 
approximately one hour the 
final report in Lambda con- 
cluded: "After Richard 
(Jethro) Lafreniere, the head 
of security had his say, stating 
that "you can call me 
chauvinistic if you want," 
McNeil presented his report on 
the hiring policies of other 
universities." 

It is very interesting to me 
how Lambda places such 
importance on equal rights for 
women in this institution (to 
which I am not at all opposed) 
and yet has little regard for my 
right to have my views 
expressed fairly. 

Well, Lambda readers, 
Jethro is going to tell the story 
as it is—as it should have been 
reported in Lambda in the first 
place. First of all, Marlene 
Mcintosh was fired because 
Ken McNeil and I decided to 
do so on the grounds that we' 
could make such a decision. 



There was nothing in the 
SGA Constitution (from last 
year) stating that women had 
to be employed on student 
security, and nothing concrete 
on how student security was to 
be run, for that matter. When 
I started my job (the result of 
an SGA election) in May I was 
told by the SGA president, the 
nead of campus security, the 
pub manager, and the director L 
of services that I could run 
Student Security as I saw it fit. 
*This included hiring and firing 
policy. So when we decided 
not to hire females in the fall 
we thought we had the 
'authority to do so. 

But Lambda only chose to 
expose the fired employee's 
side of the story jnamely that 
of a victim of her gender. I 
was never asked to give my 
view and when the story came 
out I was as surprised as 
everyone. 

Second of all, the latest story 
in Lambda only states that I 
am an admitted chauvinist. It 
made no mention of what I 
said at the meeting, in which 
context I adniitted to being a 
male chauvinist oink-oink, 
and more importantly, that 
Marlene Mcintosh was re- 
hired. (See Editor's note). 

All of this leads me to 
conclude that I was just 
another pawn in the political 
chess game that Lambda is 
playing with the SGA, ie. Ken 
McNeil. I feel this whole issue 
was blown out of proportion 
by Lambda, who turned a 
ni&tter of constitution into one 
of women's rights. Yes, 
Lambda included both their 
stories but the emphasis was 
on the latter rather than the 
former. 

I think that I am as such a 
victim of rights denial as 
'Marlene Mcintosh was be- 
cause of this "scandal' my 



name and reputation have 
been sullied. I think that 
Lambda owes me an apology 
for what they did, but I won't 
hold my breath. However 
there is some good that came 
out of this. My position as 
Head of Student Security will 
be reviewed and my duties and 
liberties formalized. This I 
hope will prevent my successor 
from undergoing a similar

FOR BETTER SERVICE FROM OFS 



TORONTO (CUP)--Northern, 
Ontario colleges and univer- 
sities may soon have an 
Ontario Federation of 
Students (OFS) fieldworker 
stationed in the north. And 
the fieldworker may be biling- 
ual. 

A( the OFS fall conference 
in Toronto Sept. 22-25 the 
federation adopted a motion 
put forward by Laurentian 
University calling on the OFS 
executive to study ways and 
means of basing a fieldworker 
ill the north. 

Currently the fieldworker 

responsible for northern 
institutions works from 
Toronto. OFS field staff help 
student councils and clubs 
with organization and political 
problems and campaigns. 

According to SGA VP 
External, Mike Erskine, the 
OFS so-called "northern- 
fieldworker" is not doing a 
very good job. Erskine 
expressed anger at the fact that 
the northern fieldworker has 
never found time to accept 
several invitations to come up 
north to Sudbury to learn first 
hand about the region he 
supposedly represents. 

In fact, the Northern Field- 
worker, Tim Feher, recently 



contacted the SGA to say that 
.he had more important 
commitments than the North- 
ern conference being hosted by 
Laurentian SGA Council Oct- 
ober 22-24. Three northern 
pcist secondary institutions 
that aren't even members of 
the OFS have stated they will 
be sending delegates to the 
conference. 

Barry Schmidl, one of two 
Laurentian University dele- 
gates t6 the conference, said he 



was sorry OFS didn't vote to 
station a fieldworker in the 
north without further study. 
However, he said he thinks 
northern schools shouldn't 
have to wait too long for a 
fieldworker based in their 

area. 
"There's a recognition by 

southern institutions that it's 
financially and Iogistically 
feasible there probably should 
be a northern fieldworker 
based in northern Ontario." 
Schmidl said. 



He said it is important for 
the next northern fieldworker 
to be bilingual. Laurentian ia 
a bilingual university and more 
than 30 per cent of the 
population of Northern Ont- 
ario is French-speaking. 

The final decision on the 
stationing of the next northern 
fieldworker will probably be 
made at the OFS winter 
conference in January. 

Erskine suggested that the 
northern fieldworker issue was 



put off as a bargaining ploy to 
gain concessions from north- 
ern institutions on the contro- 
versial weighted voting prop- 
osal presently under considera- 
tion by the OFS which could 
reduce the significance of 
Laurentian 's participation to 
'the level of being meaningless. 
However, "Barring OFS staff 
sabotage", Erskine believes 
the chances of having the 
northern fieldworker based in 
the north as "pretty good". 



BARNES INCIDENT CAUSES CONCERN 



Concern over the Ontario 
Council on the Status of 
Women goes beyond Sally 
Barnes' views on the equal pay 
for work of equal value says 
NAC representative. 

Jennifer Keck, chairperson 
of the Employment Commit- 
tee of the National Action 
Committee on the Status of 
Women, recently reiterated the 
concerns of the group in a 
LAMBDA interview. 

The Sally Barnes incident 
raised the question of what the 
role of government -appointed 
Advisory Councils is, said 

Keck. 

Barnes left the position of 



press aid to the Premier for the 
appointment as chairperson 
for the Ontario Council on the 
Status of Women last fall. She 
had had no previous involve- 
ment in the women's move- 
ment Keck said. 

At this time Barnes made 
early statements that equal pay 
for work of equal value was 
impractical, despite the fact 
that all major women's groups 
supported the legislation. 

Women's groups were skept- 
ical but agreed that Barnes 
should be allowed the chance 
to confer with them before 
they criticise her sharply. 

Now, a year later, after 
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consulting with a number of 
women's groups, Barnes has 
testified before the Standing 
Committee on Procedural 
Affairs. 

She told the legislative 
committee that equal pay for 
work of equal value was 
impractical, controversial and 
expensive. She also said 
similar things about affirma- 
tive action and daycare Keck 
said. 

While equal pay for work of 
equal value is important, it is 
more significant Keck said, 
that Barnes "is simply not 
representing our views on any 
critical employment issues". 



Does Barnes represent 
women and act as a lobby 
group for women to govern- 
ment or "does she represent 
government arid act as their 
representative telling us what 
we need/' Keck asked. 

Last month NAC, who 
represents 261 women's 
groups with three million 
members, asked for Barnes' 
resignation. 

NAC's request is endorsed on 
campus by the Laurentian 
University Advisory 

Committee on the Status of 
Women and L.U.S.S.A., 
(Laurentian University 

Support Staff Association),

When asked by Lambda 
whether improved accessibility 
to university wouldn't be 
rather irrelevant if we don't 
succeed in averting nuclear 
wat, Erskine ackowledged the 
importance of the issue of 
disarmament but pointed to 
the limited resources and poor 
organization of the student 
movement as reasons not to 
get involved in * 'large global 
issues that in our assessment 
are not going to be resolved." 

Other delegates, however, 
objected strongly to the UWO 
motion. Cathy Laurier, 

president of U of T's Graduate 
Students' Union (GSU) said it 
is impossible to isolate issues 
of eeneral social concern from 
issues strictly affecting 
students. 

" You have to consider issues 
like military spending, which 
diverts money from post- 
secondary education. Issues 
like abortion are directly 
related to a large proportion of 
our members," Laurier said. 

"We're not just students as 
people shut off in the confines 
of post-secondary institutions, 
we're also students as 
members of society," she said. 

Kathv Popaleni of the 
McM^ter Students' Union 
agreed, saying that the UWO 
attempt to limit debate to 
strictly issues was "too 
blanket". 

"I believe that we have to 



take a leadership position. 
Education is really important 
and so many of these issues are 
related to education. You 
hav£ to think about the social 
conscience," Popaleni 

commented. 

Joining UWO in supporting 
the motion were the University 
of y Waterloo and Carleton 
University, while Trent and 
Guelph universities were 
opposed. 

OFS chairperson Ian Nelmes 
did not take part in the debate 
but after the discussion he 
pointed out that OFS currently 
has policies favouring an end 
to the arms race and free 
standing abortion clinics. 

The OFS/CFS-O has passed 
two motions on abortion that 
have been a source of fierce 

debate at past conferences. 

One was passed in 1975 calling 
for a removal of abortion 
from the Criminal Code and 
amnesty for Dr. Henry 
Morgentalcr, the abortion 

activist, another passed 

in 1983, calling for free- 
standing abortion clinics and 
free access for abortion 
counselling at member 
institutions. The Federation 

has 4sc gone on record 
opposing the testing of 

Cruftrtftisxile in Canada. 

Ndmts said that as chair- 
person he was not in a position 
to do more than point out 
CFS-O. policy on various 
issues.

Now people are screaming 
and marching in the streets 
calling for a halt to nuclear 
build ups on both sides. They 
fail to see the illogicality in 
their ways. They're missing 
the subtle tactics in the game 
of diplomacy and nuclear 
armsmenship (as directed 
undef the accepted guidelines 
of the International Rulebook 
of Nuclear Annihilation and 
Windsurging-1968). 



The potential to kill people is 
no longer in question-hell we 
can destroy the entire planet- 
but it is how many times you 
can kill them that counts.

Innaugural Address that in his 
term of office he would "put a 
chicken in every pot and a 
cruise missile in every garage." 
This promise should not be 
taken lightly since every West 
German now haw in his 
garage, besides a Volkswagen 
Rabbit, a Pershing II (which 
gets 38 miles per gallon city, 43 
high way). $ 

We are clearly in a new era 
of warfare of which we know 
nothing about. Still, all is not 
hopeless. We can always look 
to President Reagan for 
guidance and wisdom (a 
two-bit Hollywood actor who 
never even won an Academy 
Award). 

There is a psychological 
explanation for this overkill 
situation, which was pointed 
out to me by one of my 
professors. In an analogy we 
saw an angry man (represent - 



liirther would not be necessary 
since the desired effect of 
sending him away had been 
achieved. 

Yet, one could apply more 
force to the slamming door, 
either by accident or intention- 
ally, with the excuse that "it 
felt good at the time." In this 
case a broken nose would 
result. 

The analogy, to the realistic 
in the U.S. -Soviet situation, 
would have the canzasser's 
head ripped from the neck by 
the impact and sent flying into 
your neighbour's yard across 
the street. The progessor 
theorized that by following the 
U.S. -Soviet overkill example 
we could solve the problem of 
door-to-door canvassers in the 
matter of weeks. Yet how 
could this theory be applied to 
the ever-elusive Electrolux 
salesperson? 



The thinking carried through 
to us by Pentagon experts is 
that the democratic nations 
would not want to be killed 
rnord times than the Russians 
while the Russians feel the 
same way. Although, at a 
certain point, the killing of 
corpses becomes somewhat 
rhetorical, there is the undeni- 
able satisfaction in knowing 
that you have destroyed the 
enemy to your fullest poten- 
tial. It is quite similar to 
killing a wasp. You're really 
riot satisfied that he's dead 
until every inch of him has 
been pulverized and scraped 
out the door. 

Examination has found that 
there is a true need for 
Western overkill potential to 
exced6 that of the Soviets. In 
the 1973 McCarthy Senate 
Investigation on Nuclear 
Deployment it was found that 
one nuclear warhead of ten 
kilotons per Communist 
supporter might not be totally 
effective in eradicating the Red 
Menace. The destruction of a 
potential ideology might 
require two or three of such 
ten kiloton devices. 

In 1974 came the famous 
Red Brazier experiment in 
which Communist subjects 
were chosen at random and 
placed in an Arizona atomic 
t£st site with two, ten kiloton 
devices strapped to their 
chests. The findings showed 



that the more nuclear tonnage 
used the more effective the 
eradication would be. The 
Soviets copied this experiment 
using dissidents as the experi- 
mental t^st cases with the 
results being exactly the same. 

Our future rests in the hands 
of scientists. It rests in the 
hope that they may develop 
even more economical and 
more effective nuclear 
weapons to that we might 
jump ahead of the Soviets in 
this new field. Whether or not 
we die is riot a true issue. We 
must be kidding ourselves if 
we think that we can survive a 
nuclear war. I myself believe 
that survivalists are nothing 
but well-meaning optimists 
who kill. 

There must be a stop to 
Soviet domination and if it 
takes a constant pounding of 
nuclear warheads into their 
♦skulls to prove it then so be it. 
Surely we could not ask for a 
manlier way to die? 

As for us, we will die the 
same way we have lived our 
lives. Some will whimper and 
cower for shelter while others 
will choose cyanide or other 
quicker means. As for myself, 
I will be out on my front 
' porch, lyiqg on my lawn chair, 
sipping a Diet Coke and 
waiting for one hell of a sun 
tan. As Joan or Arc said, 
"You can turn me over when 
I'm done on this side."

TORONTO (CUPJ-Ontario's 

largest student organization 
took steps to improve services 
for francophone students at a 
Sept. 22-25 conference. The 
gentle nudge towards bilin- 
gualism came from the 
Carleton and Laurentian 
University delegates. 

After charging the Canadian 
Federation of Students-Ont- 
ario is bilingual in name only, 
Carleton student Dan Hay- 
ward convinced delegates to 
direct their executive to hire a 
bilingual fieldworker for 
Northern Ontario, if possible. 
More than 30 per cent of 
Northern Ontario is French- 
spealing. "The francophone 
students of Ontario have the 
right to the representation/ * 
Hay ward said. 

He noted the federation's 
current executive is completely 
uni lingual. 

"When the journalists from 
the CBC's network came to 
the conference they couldn't 
find a member of the executive 
who spoke French/* Hayward 
said. 

Bilingualism will not be a 
strong consideration in the 
hiring of future federation 
staff, and some education 
material will be printed in 
French, according to motions 
passed at the conference. 

Boris Ulehla, an observer 
from the University of Ottawa 
student council, said his 
organization will not consider 
joining CFS-O unless the 
federation becomes represent- 
atives of French-speaking 
students. 

"For this to become a truly 
credible and representative 
institution, it has to take into 
account the institutions that 
are not members at the present 
time, and what, if anything, 
could possibly bring them 
under (the federation) 
umbrella. In the University of 
Ottawa's case, the addressing 
of francophone representation 
would have to be taken up 
before membership at the U of 
O was even considered," 
Ulehla said.
